But  so  thoroughly  have  accident 
possibilities  been  eliminated,  and  eo  carefully  have  the 
boys  themselves  been  trained  in  safety  measures,  that  the 
rate  of  lost-time  accidents  has  decreased  over  eighty-five 
percent.  Regular  Forest  Service  camps  in  the  Ne/^ional  Forests 
and  those  operated  by  the  individual  states,  have  so  rigidly 
adhered  to  their  policies  of  common  sense-  protection  that, 
today,  .many  of  the  activities  carried  on  in  the  CCC  have  an 
accident  rate  well  below  that  of  private  industries  Involvin,^ 
similar  types  of  work.  And  now,  as  we  take  our  weekly  trip 
to.  the  Pine  Cone  National  Forest,  we  find  Ranger  j’lm  -obbine
